He Assails Stand, Saying Speeches 
Emphasize Shallowness of 
Campaign.

WHEELING, W. Va., Sept. 30.— 
“I wish that Senator Harding would 
speak every day and every night,” 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said in a 
speech here tonight. “His every ad- 
dress emphasizes the true shallow- 
ness of the Republican campaign. 


“For instance, last night, here in 
this city, he tried once again to 
revamp the tariff question. He 
carefully avoided all references to 
the fact that under a Democratic 
President this nation has not suf. 
fered in its industries from the com- 
petition of foreign countries, but has 
enjoyed the most remarkable pros- 
perity in its history. 

“Here is the fundamental differ- 
ence between Senator Harding’s tar- 
iff stand and that of Gov. Cox: Both 
are equally in favor of preventing 
any injury to honest American in- 
dustry by cheap foreign labor. But 
Gov. Cox and I are firmly convinced 
that this must be done for the good 
of the nation by nonpartisan experts. 
Senator Harding believes it must be 
accomplished by a reversion to the 
discredited methods of the past, by 
which certain highly favored polit- 
ical manufacturing interests were 
given such high protection that it | 
constituted more than a complete, 
monopoly in their own special lines 
of production.” 

Quotes Harding’s Speech. 
Roosevelt, holding in his hand a 
copy of a paper with Senator Hard- 
ing’s speech here, read extracts. 
“Senator Harding,” he declared, ‘‘is 
quoted as follows: ‘Congress nevei 
meant that we should go to war to 
make the world safe for democracy 
—nor even for humanity’s sake, but 
to protect the honor of America and 
American rights and citizens on land 
and sea.’ 

“If Senator Harding said that on 
the floor of the Senate on April 6, 
1917, he not only would have been 
ejected, but he would have been 
tarred and feathered and ridden out 
on a rail.” 

Wants Syndicated Office. 

“Senator Harding,” he added, 
“wants a syndicated presidency and 
wants to draw around him that Sen- 
ate clique that has controlled him all 
his life. He wants to make the presi- 
dency a commission form of govern- 
ment, with commissioners whom the 
people would have no voice in choos- 
ing and the President of the United 
States will then become a messenger 
boy instead of a President.”

Joseph, Mo., and Atchison, Kan., 
Gov. Cox made a few brief rear- 
platform talks at Meriden, Kan., and 
other towns, and In all received warm 
applause. 

Arrest of a man at Baltimore who 
interrupted Senator Harding’s speech 
there Monday night was a aubject of 
caustic criticism by Gov. Cox. The 
Governor said it wag nota "trifling 
circumstance,” but was symptomatic 
of more serious conditions, and in 
this connection he enlarged upon his 
charges that the “reactionary press” 
was suppressing Democratic news of 
the league fight and buying or ab- 
sorbing Democratic and independent 
newspapers.
